> Burned on Saturday 
Eager and struggling Crowds, 

The people of Mexico are muoh more 
ceremonious in their observance of reli- 
gious festivals than the people of the Unit- 
ed States. Tho respoct of the more Igno- 
rant is based in somo measure on an almost 
superstitious fear, but even the Intelligent 
are moro earnest In tho outward manifes 
fat ions of their belief than the less pas- 
sionate people of the north. Easter is the 
most sacrod of the church festivals in 
Mexico, and from the half savage Indian 
to the wealthiest and most highly educated 
pi opto of the City of Mexico all observe It 
with tho ceremonies which havo marked 
the season for hundreds of years. These 
ceremonies are not confined to Easter Sun- 
day. The day preceding It Is of equal in- 
terest. If not Of equal solemnity. On the 
Saturday before Kaster tho people of Mex- 
ico burn Judas Isearlot In effigy. 

In San Francisco streot, opposite the 
Jockey club, hangs the most pretentious 

effigy, It Is of patte board also, and it 

rides a pasteboard horse. But the sliver 
mounted saddle, tho bridle, tho boots and 
spurs and the sliver spangled hat are all 
genuine. Tho horse and tho figure are 
hollow, and within thorn aro tho 80 pieces 
of silver and many hundred more. These 
are to be distributed to tho poor. 

By half past 11 o'clock the windows of 
the bulldlugs all about aro filled with well 
dreeeed men and women. In the street lie 
low Is peeked » hungry looking horde of 
ragged Mexicans. At throe minutes he 
fore the noon hour a servant from tho 
Jockey club appears with a lighted taper. 
A marmot goes up from the crowd. Teen 
there is an expectant hush. At the first 
stroke of noon on tho great bell of the 
cathedral the llamo of tho taper Is put to 
a fuse which hangs from the swinging fig- 
ure. The mob sways as men struggle for 
position, The flame sputters upward to 
the mint "f powder within the horse. An 
explosion sends the fragments of the two 
figures flying in all directions, ami a show- 
er of coin falls on the heads of the strug- 
gling crowd below. Somo fight fur the ao- 
eouiermcnts, some grab at the silver and 
roll over and over, tearing ragged clothing 
in t he struggle for the possession of a coin. 
From the burning wreck above the silver 
comes down in it lessening shower until 
milling of horse or rider is left. Thou 
the beggars, raise their hands In supplica- 
tion to the windows and handfuls of coin 
are thrown down to them till the specta- 
tors havo no money left.

THE throe great festi- 
vals of tho Christian church 
Kaster is celebrated with a 
splendor scarcely loss than 
Christmas. Each year, too, 
it grows In public esteem 
and becomes more closely 
associated with social and religious ob- 
servance. On thoothor hand, Whitsuntide, 
perpetuating the Pentecostal miracle of 
tho gift of tongues, once under the old 
papal regime, crowned with quite as much 
ocromony and romance, has been greatly 
shorn of Its dignity. Tho skill of human 
artlflco, by which the teaching of Jesus, so 
simple, practical and pellucid, has ramified 
Into such a complex structure of theory 
and organization Is moro wonderful than 
any marvel of steel and iron. Tho one has 
harnessed the spirit; tho other matter. 
Tho record of either is a more fascinat- 
ing story than any chapter of wholesale 
slaughter from Nebuchadnezzar to Napo- 
leon. These and all like them havo been 
sent to grass, whilo tho splendors of rell 
glous conquest shine with increasing glory 
and have shot their tentacles through all 
the parts of the social body. Nowhere do 
wo find a better example of tho subtle 
policy by which Christianity has subju- 
gated tho most Intelligent sections of tho 
human race than In the institutions known 
as Its holidays. While tho growth of these 
was in part spontaneous It was further 
guarded by tho wisdom of tho sorpont as 
well as by the innocence of tho dove. 

It was inevitable that the birth of the 
founder of Christianity should become a 
celebration of paramount Importance. 
There was no clew to the exact day nor 
tho month nor even tho season In which 
the "Prince of Peace," to use the most 
beautiful of all the titles of Jesus, was 
born into this wicked, bloodthirsty hu- 
manity of ours. At different times In the 
very early period it was supposed to be 
about the middle of Septomber, from the 
1st to the 6th of January, nnd again about 
at the time of the vernal equinox. Finally 
the primitive fathers manufactured a suit- 
aDie date, which would conneot the event 
lndissolubly with the religious naturalism 
and symbolism of the pagan world, there- 
by disarming opposition and linking the 
Christian faith with the wholo continuity 
of religious belief. Tho time of the win- 
ter solstice witnesses tho very earliest re- 
naissance of dead nature. Then the sun be- 
gins bis northward journey, which is to 
end in tho fervor and exuboranco of sum- 
mer. That was tho period of the Itomnn 
saturnalia, when universal peace and good 
will relaxed the Iron discipline of society 
wherever the Imperial eagles wore plant- 
ed. Then the Druids, crowned with mis- 
tletoe ind holly, performed the most sain d 

sacrifices of the year In tho depths of the 

torcst. Then tho Teutonic pawns lit great 
llres, and for a week worshiped with a 
sort of mad jubilee at the altar of tho sun 

">i. Balder, The philosophy of adopting 

I Oil must universal and joyous of all 
heathen festivals as tho period of celebrat- 
ing the birth of Jesus Christ Is at once ap- 
parent. It helped to make the heal lion at 
homo in their new religious clothes. 
The date of Easter, oommemoratlng the 

resurrection from tho grave of the cruci- 
liod Saviour, Deeded no such selective and 
arbitrary choice. Its motive, being the 
final climax and consecration of Christ's 
mission in tho minds of his followers, was 
Dot lea* thrilling and significant than that 
of his birth. From tho earliest period of 
occlesiasticlsm It was endowed with tho 
most, gorgeous pomp and attire of outward 
devotion. The church then smiled be- 
nignly on its devotees, bade them dance 
to the sound of pipe and tabor, enjoined 
the wearing of the freshest garments as if 
going to a bridal and permitted the free 
enjoyment of all reasonable fleshly as well 
its of spiritual delights. As ono of tho fa- 
thers of tho church quaintly observod, 
"Fur as by this day all flesh was raised 
from Its swinish defoulmont, to be cleansed 
In a spiritual fountain, so all its delights 
do become Innocent and of sweet savor to 
the children of God." This was before tho 
day whet! savage austerity and hate of the 
harmless things of the body were made 
by ohtirchly teaching tho highest evolution 
of the saintly life. 

The Hlblical reword, of oourso, fixed the 
date by its association with tho Hebraic 
pisnover. Whatever controversy there 
grew out. of it was narrowed within cer- 
tain definite bounds nut connected with 
any uncertainty its to time.* Yet this 
tempest In a teapot embroiled all Chris- 
tendom for hundreds of years and is today 
one of the cardinal points of difference be- 
tween tbfl Greek and Roman churches. It 
may be expressed In a nutshell. Tho early 
Christians promptly adopted the symbol- 
ism of the situation. Christ was the true 
Paschal Lamb, prefigured m tho animal 
sacrifice of tho ancient passover feast. 
So tho Christian passover was tho resur- 
rection, and tho commemoration of the 
season fixed itself by tho analogy. Those 
churches of the first century most closely 
Hebraic rn their sympathies followed the 
old rito exactly—that Is, mado the oclabra- 
tlon on the 14th day of tho first month, 
being the lunar month of which the 14th 
day either falls on or next follows the 
vernal equinox. But tho wostern Chris- 
tian calendar attached more Importance to 
the fact that Christ arose from the dead 
on Sunday, the first day of the week, and 
■a they celebrated Eos' or on tho Sunday 



following the 14th day oi tho moon ol 
March. From this slight rent widened a 
great chasm, and the question of discipline 
finally hardened into one of dogma. Aft- 
er three cent urles of battle tho majority 
of tho churches accepted tho rulo announc- 
ed by the council of Nice In 8215, which 
allowed for the differences between the 
Jewish and Julian calendars. This con- 
stitutes the rule of tho church today, so 
that the Faster festival ranges between 
the possibilities of March 22 and April 26. 
So much for chronology dressed up into a 
theological puppet, about which disciples 

of too Prince of Poaos Improoatod the ter- 
rors of endless hell on each other's beads 
for morn than throe centuries! As Christ- 
mas gradually crystallized about itself 
Other beautiful myths which had (lowered 
out of heathendom, so likewise Ka-ter. The 
period of the vernal equinox, the begin- 
ning of the true or astronomical spring, 
was one of religious observance and rejoic- 
ing In till the religions which Christianity 
supplanted in Europe as well as in tho 
east. Tho name of Easter indeed was 
adopted from thai of the Teutonic goddess 
of spring, Ostorn, or Kastro. The new 
Christmas brought with thum tho jocund 
thoughts and associations Inherited from 
the more beautiful sideof the old paganry, 
and theso were wisely accepted and assim- 
ilated. The meetings of the elves In their 
fairy rings on Easter eve (there was salva- 
tion oven for them); tho dancing of tho 
sun In tho sky (who will not recall those 
lovely versos of quaint old Sir John Suok- 
llng entitled 'The Bride," among which 
we find these: 

And, oh, she dances such a way 
No sun upon an Kaster day 
Is half so fine a sight!) 

the gifts and games of colored eggs and 
a hundred other charming beliefs and cus- 
toms which got imbedded in the popular 
mind, sometimes varying, too, with dif- 
ferent localities — all these were Inherited 
by Christianity as the- heir-at-law of the 
world's antecedent estate, religious and 
social. Tho connection of the illy with ' 
Easter, on the other hand, tho consecra- 
tion of this flower as a resurrection em- 
blem, seems to havo no root In the old, 
but to belong to the new spiritualism of 
Christ, as representing best in the Uower 
kingdom the ideal of stainless purity, con- 
joined with statellnossof form and beauty 
of line. 

Easter customs are not widely divergent 
in different parts of Christendom. The 
Greek church, however, particularly its 
Russian branch, still retains the once uni- 
versal salutation of Easter day between 
all those meeting in or out doors — "Christ 
is risen," with tho response, "He is risen 
Indeed," and a resounding kiss. In Rus- 
sia the beggarly tramp Is entitled to this, 
if tho chance occur*, from the empress 
herself. Tho use of the colored pasch, or 
pi»ce egg, often elaborately ornamented, is 
everywhere prevalent, originally signify- 
ing the burstlug of the year from its egg 
in the beauty of spring. The lovely dame 
or maid who delights tho masculine eye in 
new gown and bonnet OIi Easter Sunday 
scarcely imagines herself doing just what 
the ancient Teutonic woman did, who was 
enjoined by religious custom to dance 
around tho bonfires of Easter in a newly 
woven woolen tunic. 

Much more might be cited about the 
historic and legendary association of this 
queen of Christian festivals. But enough 
has bean said to indicate how It has drawn 
to Itself sap and lustiness of life from facts 
nnd force* akin to its original thought, 
and wi h what consummate policy organ- 
ized Christianity bus selected building 

materia, out of the wreck and debris of re- 
ligions which once enslaved the imagina- 
tion of man. Gku. T. Feuuis.

had always boon upon tho same day as tho 
Jewish I'assover, which fell upon any 
week day, whereas the fathers of tho 
church hold that as Sunday was tho day 
of tho resurrection tho festival should be 
held upon a Sunday.

To make the tgga pink fill the 
saucepan with enough water to cover 
the eggs, and add enough cochineal to 
c dor it a delicate pink. Remove the 
eirgs with a strainer, then add more 
cochineal, to color the remainder a deep 

red and flaming icarlot, according to the 

amount of color used, l'owdered log- 
wood need in the aamc way will color all 
-hades of purple, from a pale lavender to 
a deep pansy purple and black, by adding 
more of the logwood. 

Old coffee boiled up strong will give all 
shades of brown. 

Rad and yellow onion peelings will 
give the yellow shades. 

After ttM purple eggs are all colored, 
add a little vinegar to the dye and you 
will get a beautiful shade of crimson ; a 
lump or two of sulphate of iron added to 
it will give a brilliant blue. Spinach 
water will color green. s 

Leave a few of them white; after they 
are boiled hard brush them with glue 
and sprinkle thickly with "flicker" of 
g ild dust.

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HOW THE PRESIDENT PURSUES THE 
COY CANVAS3ACK. 

An Imposing and Picturesque Flsjnre In 
Leather Coat and Gum llmiU-A Patient 
Walter and a Sure Shot The President's 



When President Cleveland goes forth 
to seek the 007 canvasback on tbe 
marshes down Currituck way, he is an 
imposing and picturesque figure. He has 
lately donned a new outfit that he has 
had manufactured to order and that is 
calculated to bo both serviceable and 
comfortable. 

The most conspicuous part of the 
costumo is a leather coat. It is a won- 
der, that coat, and is said to be the 
largest one of tho kind ever made in 
this country. At the point where it but- 
tons around the place where tho presi- 
dent's waist ought to bo, but isn't, it 
has a circumference of G8^ inches— 
that is, if it were spread out on tho 
floor it would stretch almost five feet 
from button to buttonhole. The chest 
measure is C2 inches. Tho coat was fur- 
nished Ly a Washington .dealer in sport- 
ing goods, but it was made in New 
York. 

A pair of gum boots, reaching well up 
on tho presidential thighs, and a slouch 
marsh hat of canvas cover the two ex- 
tremities of the presidential sportsman. 
Around the president's waist line is 
clasped a broad belt loaded with car- 
tridges, and snugly tucked under his arm 
is his favorite ducking gun, a No. 12 
choke bore. It weighs nine pounds and 
is of the double barreled, hammorless 
pattorn. 

The president has been making these 
sallies down the Potomac very frequently 
of late. During his former term he went 
occasionally, but it is said that he has 
become fascinated with the sport, and 
notwithstanding that he recently turned 
59 he has laid plans to continue his 
ducking campaign until the close of the 
season, which comes late in April. 

Nobody in Washington outside of the 
White House can predict at just what 
moment Mr. Cleveland will take a no- 
tion to hie himself to the ducking shore. 
He generally makes his departure late 
in the evening and is accompanied to 
the pier by the mysterious Thurber, 
who has had charge of the preliminaries, 
and Dr. Reilly, Captain Lamberton, or 
some of the others whom he selects to

accompany him on these trips. At the 
wharf tho lighthouse tender is found 
waiting, and as soon as the traps and 
the party are aboard the little steamer 
gets under way for her journey down 
the Potomac. 

The president and his friends turn in 
at once, and by the time the ducking 
shore is reached, which is generally be- 
fore daybreak, they havo had a good 
night's rest, have breakfasted and are 
ready for the fray. 

Just at present tho president's favor- 
ite hunting ground is a spot known as 
Wide Water, a place 40 miles down tho 
Potomac, whore the river broadens out. 
On tho Virginia shore are extensive 
marshes, where the shooting is excel- 
lent. The proprietor of tho shoro is 
Withers Waller, a plain man, but an en- 
thusiastic sportsman, whose latcbstring 
is always out to Mr. Cleveland and his 
friends. All about the place there are 
flno shooting grounds, and ono of these, 
known as the Arkandale property, is 
likely to be purchased by the president. 

After the lighthouse teuder has drop- 
ped anchor tho party distribute them- 
selves about at various places of vantage 
and wait for the unwary teal, redhead 
or brant. The ordinary lightweight 
duck hunter can take advantage of the 
inconspicuous float or the low lyiug 
sneak box, but the president isaltogeth- 
«r too portly to trust his avoirdupois to 
such frail and unstable craft end gets 
into an ordinary sized skiff. Then he is 
rowed down to a blind, a sort of screen 
made of bushes, behind which he waits 
for tho ducks to como within easy range. 

This |g the part of tbe business that 
tests the qualities of the huuter, for if 
he is not a good waiter then it may be 
safely set down that tho enthusiasm of 
the true sportsman does not firo his soul. 
The president has lots of patiunce. He 
has been known to wait for hours when 
ducks were scarce without getting a 
chance at one of them. Generally, how- 
evor, he is not put to this test, and on 
an average of once in every 15 minutes 
his gun will be heard to speak out. 
When it does, something is almost sure 
to drop, for the president has a true eye 
and is ready on the trigger. He often 
bags as many as two dozen ducks in a 
forenoon and generally has as much to 
show at the end of the day as most of 
the party. 

By the time that the folks in Wash- 



ington have discovered that tho chiff 
executive is absout, and the reporters 
have learned from Private Secretary 
Thurber that the president is away duck 
shooting, Mr. Cleveland has had a day's 
sport and is either preparibg for another 
ono on the morrow or is on board tho 
Maple and steaming back to take up once 
more the cares of state. 

CONCERNING THE PEDAl. 



Practical Tolnt., by an Kmlnent 
on It* Proper Use. 

The pedals receivo but little attention 
from most teachers. Tho general rules 
for the damper pedal — put down the 
pedal at the beginning of the measure 
and take it up at tho end— is not artis- 
tic. A better rule would bo to change 
the pedal with every change of harmony. 
But pupils ought to be instructed as to 
the real object of the pedals and taught 
to listen for effects. Following are some 
notes from an eminent teacher who is 
reported as saying in The Etude: 

The object of the damper pedal, or the 
so called loud pedal, is twofold — first, it 
prolongs the tone, and, second, it re-en- 
forces it Any tone may bo prolonged by 
raising the damper from the string, leav- 
ing it free to vibrate. When the damper 
falls on the spring, it ceases to vibrate, 
and tho tone is cut off. A tone is re-en- 
forced when, all the dampers being 
raised, other strings are froe to vibrato 
in connection with the one struck. Tho 
tone we bear is not simply that of the 
string which has been struck, but also its 
overtones — i. e., the octave, the twelfth, 
the second octave above, the major third 
above that and others, whose strings set 
up a sympathetic vibration with the one 
struck, according to a natural law. 

Wheu one understands this beautiful 
law, it is very plain to see that a proper 
use of the pedal makes the tones fuller 
and richer, while an injudicious use of 
it would cause a blending of many tones 
that would be inharmonious. 

A pretty little experiment to exem- 
plify this sympathetic vibration is this: 
Press very softly the key G, in the mid 
die of the keyboard, without allowing 
the hammer to strike tbe string. Now 
strike very sharply the key C a twelfth 
blow. Take the finger from the key C, 
and the G is heard to sing. TheG string 
being free to vibrate, since its damper 
was raised, received its impulse to vi- 
brate from the vibrations of thoC string.

Butter an enameled plate, cover it 
with a crust half an inch thick, made 
with boiled potatoes mashed to a smooth 
paste with milk uud an egg. The edges 
should bo crimped us for an open pas- 
try tart, and brushed over with beaten 
egg. Set the plate in a sharp oven for a 
few minutes to brown tho crust, then 
fill the center with a brown mince of 
any meat which has been cut small and 
simmered in thick gravy or sauce.

Several Army Officers Hope to Succeed 
General Itatchelder When He Retires. 

The retirement for age of Brigadier 
General R. N. Batchelder, tho quarter- 
master general of the United States army, 
will leave vacant a most covetod berth. 
He retires in July, and already there is a 
big scramble for the place by tbe various 
subordinate officers wbo are eligible for 
promotion. The activity of the candi- 
dates is not to be wondered at, for the 
quartermaster general of the army has 
the pay and the allowances of a briga- 
dier general and is invested with all 
the dignity and prominence that come 
to him as the head of a busy corps 
chargod with the clothing, equipment 
and transportation of the military. 

There is more speculation as to who 
will be General Batchelder's successor 
because the old rule of seniority was bro-

ken in his case, and it is expected that 
it may be again. He was appointed by 
President Harrison over the heads of 
several men who were his seniors in of- 
fice. He is known as a strict discipli- 
narian and is very exacting in his de- 
mands on his assistants. 

General Batchelder was born in Mere- 
dith, N. EL 1 and at the outbreak of the 
civil war he was a prosperous business 
man in Manchester. He was one of tho 
first volunteers and rose step by step 
from tho rank of quartermaster of the 
First New Hampshire regiment until ho 
was chief quartermaster of the Army of 
the Potomac. Many a time during 
Grant's campaign he found himself de- 
pendent upon the resourceful Batchelder. 
Sometimes he was asked to hustle along 
an ammunition train and again he would 
be called upon to transfer a big body of 
troops in a hurry over a disorganized 
railroad line. It was because Batcholder 
always came as near doing what was ex- 
pected of him as a human being could 
that he was so warmly praised by Grant 
rud other

Mr. Brice entered tho volunteer navy 
in IStil and was given command of the)

ed for gallant conduct, and in 1808 was 
transferred to tho regular navy.

commanded various ships and steamers, 
aud the last time that his name was be- 
fore tho public was on tho occasion of 
the wreck of the cruiser Adams, which 
went ashore in Bering sea. He was in 
command at the time, but was sick in 
his berth, so it was his first officer and 
not he who was court martialed. He 
has suffered much in recent years from 
rheumatism, and it was for this reason 
that he was recently retired from the 
navy on the ground of physical dis 
ability. 

Tbe office to which Commander Brice 
has been appointed has usually been 
held by a scientist, but it is said that he 
knows a lot about pisciculture and is 
fully competent to fill the place. He has 
taken considerable interest in the sub 
ject, and was once in charge of an ox 
perimental station in California at Fort 
Gaston and made a report to the fish 
commission concerning the proposition 
to stock thewat6rsof the streams drain- 
ing the Pacific slope with suitable food 
fishes. This has been his only official 
connection with the department which 
he is to manage. 

As fish commissioner ho will draw a 
salary of $5,000 a year. Tho question 
will probably arise as to whether his pay 
of $2,r>00 a year whioh ho draws as a 
retired naval officer will be continued 
In the case of General Sickles it was 
decided that a retired army officer could 
serve as foreign minister and as repre 
sentative in congress without surreuder 
ing his commission. Mr. Brice is about 
50 years of age and is described as a 
person of much personal popularity. His 
supporters are Senator White of Cali- 
fornia and many prominent men on the 
Paciflo coast who are interested in the 
subject of fish culture.

Charles II. Matchett May Kuu For Presi- 
dent. 

The man who will probably head the 
national ticket of the Socialist-Labor 
party in tho coming presidential cam- 
paign is Charles H. Matchett of Brook- 
lyn. His name may be unfamiliar to 
the average reader, but he has neverthe- 
less been a prominent leader in his 
party, having been a candidate for 
mayor of Brooklyn, for governor of New 
York state and for vice president of the 
United States. 

Mr. Matchett is 45 years old. He is a 
master carpenter and well to do as an 
artisan. He is employed by a telephone 
company, aud says that if ho were nom- 
inated he would not havo time to go 
around the country making speeches, 
but would have to stick to his work. Ho 
says that ho would probably accept the 
Domination, as he would consider it an 
honor from a party which he experts 
will some day be in power. 

When he ran for mayor of Brooklyn, 
Mr. Matchett received 4,646 votes, while 
at tho previous election the Socialist-

Time of Cooking.

Dashing- Down Swollen Stream* on Whirl 
Inc. Bounding Timber*. He 
Life In Hli Hand When H 
-Los Jam. 

Just ubout this time of year the log 
driving season begins. Perhaps yon 
hadn't noticed it. That is not at all 
strange, for it is only in a few sections 
of tbe country where the log driver is in 
evidence. He does his work mainly in 
the solitudes of the backwoods, far from 
towns and civilization. Perhaps it is 
just as well, for the log driver does not 
shine brightly in society. 

But away up on the little streams that 
feed the Manistee in Michigan, the 
Peuob*"-* and the Kennebec in Maine, 
the r< Restigouche in Canada and 

the big livers of Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin the log driver now holds the center 
of the stage. 

When the first warm days of April 
have begun to honeycomb the ice, which 
has locked the streams for months, when 
tbe melting snows swell them into twice 
and three times their usual size, then it 
is that the lumber contractor makes 
ready for the spring drive. The logs 
which have been cut during the winter 
months and hauled to the bank of a con- 
venient stream must be floated down to- 
ward tbe sawmills where the gang saws 
are waiting grimly for them. The high 
water cannot be depended upon to last 
for more than five or six weeks, and 
prompt work is neoessary. 

The first thing to be done is to get the 
logs which are piled up on tbe bank in- 
to the water. This is easily accomplish- 
ed, for all that is necessary is to start 
them, and they roll with a great splash 
and crashing of ice into the stream. By 
the time this is done there comes a big 
rain or a thaw, and away the logs rush 
down stream with the mad waters. 
Then comes the river driver. 
A picturesque figure he is in his long, 
stout boots, his heavy flannel shirt 
sleeves rolled up on his brawny arms, 
and grasping his formidable peavey or 
his 16 foot pike pole. He brings to his 
work not only muscle and brawn, but 
the courage of a crusader, the skill of a 
tight rope walker and a porfect iudiffer- j 
ence to cold, hunger and hardships of 
every kind. | 

From the headwaters of the stream 
When the logs begin their journey down 
to some large body of water where they 
are collected into booms the log driver ' 
must follow them, guiding them along j 
with skillful jubs from his pike, shov- | 
ing them from sand bars where they have 
stranded and breaking them loose when 
tbey have become entangled in a jam. 

Perhaps it is 100 miles from the bank- 
ing ground where they start to the lake 
or river where wuit the tugs and booms 
of the booming company which is to 
take charge of them for the remainder 
of their journey to the mill. The driver 
travels the whole of this distance in the 
very midst of tbe foaming waters with 
no more substantial craft under him 
than a green log. It may well be called 
a perilous business. A man unskilled in 
the knack of log driving would keep 
out of the icy water just about a minute. 
Nothing more unstable than a small 
flouting log can bo imagined. Every turn 
of tho current gives it an additional ro- 
tary motion, and every time it is struck 
by another log tho motion changes. 

Bat the river driver is just as much 
at homo and at his euse in the midst of 
a moving muss of plunging, whirling 
logs m be would bo on a city pavement 
In tbe thick soles of his big hoots are 

itnokdOMM of sharp brads — calks, ho 
calls them — which stick into the log and 
keep his feet from slipping. His long, 
slender pike lie uses as a balancing pole 
in ticklish places, but he would scorn to 
acknowledge that it served him uuy oth- 
er purpose than to shove the logs about. 
I have seen two river drivers get on one 
small log and try to roll each other off, 
and that when the water was only just 
above freezing point. 

But there is little time for this sort of 
fun while thedrive isou. The logs seem 
to be about as stubborn to drive as a 
drove of pigs. They are ulwuys getting 
hung up on snugs, rocks und bars, and 
where one sticks a dozen more are sure 
to fed low. The stragglers have to be 
shoved off and niude to take their place 
in tbe procession that moves rapidly 
ulong with the current. 

Sometimes the drivers notice that the 
niovemeut is becoming more and more 
iluggish and thut tho stream is begin 
ning to widen out. They know what 
that means well enough. 

"Tell the boss there's a jam ahead." 
The word is passed on until it reaches 
the captain il the drive. He at once 
guthers up a picked crew of his best 
men and starts off down stream as fast 
us possible, the men jumping from log 
to log and running over the moving 
surface as handily as newsboys dodgiug 
cable curs in a crowded street. 

A log jam is a sight worth seeing, but 
one which the river driver does not care 
to witness. It happens when two or 
more logs get tangled up with the shore 
and each other in suoh a way as to block 
the stream. Then there is trouble. Like 
so many sheep the logs come tumbling 
on, each one adding to the strength of 
the dam. Those that cannot plunge over 
the barrier plow their way under as far 
as they can get, and in a short time the 
stream is completely filled up, making 
in a few moments a dam as effectual as

As Mrs. Polen 
fell forward on her face Mrs. McMullen 
looked around just iu time to receive 
the full charge of the second barrel in 
her face. Both women were found ly 
ing in great pools of their own blood 
just as they had fallen. 

Polen coolly walked a few steps, 
stopped, reloaded his gun and run east 
to the railroad. A freight train was 
pulling in. The officers and citizens 
were so close behind him he dropped his 
gun and threw himself in front of the 
engine. The pilot struck him on the 
head, inflicting injuries which are pro 
in in need fatal. He was then lodged in 
jail. 

Last night a great crowd of excitevl 
citizens assembled in front of the jail, 
but Mayor McGill addressed them and 
said Polen would die of his injuries and 
the crowd finally dispersed. 

It is rumored that Polen has been 
taken to Decatur for safekeeping, The 
jail is heavily guarded and no reporters 
are allowed near it, however.

Thoina* Wharton Fall* From a Fourth 
Story Window In Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, April 4. — Thomas 
Wharton, Sunday editor of the Phila- 
delphia Times, fell from a fourth story 
window of the house in which he lived 
early yesterday mornim? and was in- 
stantly killed. It is generally believe 1 
that he committed suicide. Of late to- 
other occupants of the house had no- 
ticed that Mr. Wharton seemed to be 
melancholy. He was eccentric and 
made but few friends in the house, but 
during the past few days he seemed 
particularly despondent. 

Mr. Wharton was 87 years old and 
was widely kuown because of his liter- 
ary ubility. He was a frequent contrib- 
utor to magazines. He wrote several 
novels, the best kuown of which are "A 
Latter Day Suiut" and "Hunuibal of 
New York." He graduated from tbe 
University of Pennsylvania and thu 
honorary degrees of A. B. and A. M. 
hud been conferred upon him. His 
father was the late Henry Wharton, u 
distinguished member of "the Philadel- 
phia bar, and the deceased himself prac- 
ticed law beforo taking up journalism. 
His connection with The Times dated 
from 1888.

CUBAN DEBATE RESUMED. 



The llouHe Member* Dlscu*«iug; the Con- 
ference Committee'* Iteport. 

Washiviton, April 4.— The hojui 
yesterday revived the agitation of the 
question of Cuban belligerency iu con- 
nection with the conference report on 
the Cuban resolutions. It was not ex- 
pected that there would be much de- 
bate, but Mr. Boutello, by his vigorous 
opposition, prevented notion, and the 
chances now are that the debate Will 
run on tor several days. 

Mr. I lit t , chairuiaii of the foreign uf- 
tans committee, iu representing the 
conference report, made a very tempcr- 
ato ■po o c h in course of which ho ex- 
pressed the greatest confidence that the 
I«csident, although the resolutions be- 
ing concunent had no binding effect on 
tie executive would not "be so recreant 
to his duty us to disregard the express 
wish of congress." He, in fact, ret u ■ -d 
to entertain the suggestion that Mi. 
Cleveland might not recognized the 
belligerency of the Cubans us u result 
of the adoption of the resolutions. 

In this connection Mr. Patterson 
(Dem., Tenn.) who is recognized as one 
of tho administration leaders on the 
floor, made a significant statement. 

"If the Cubaiis are united," he asked, 
' 'in the cause of independence, they are 
entitled to autonomy, and if the United 
States would interfere to prevent Spain 
from acquiring new territory in this 
hemisphere, why should wo not inter- 
fere to prevent her from retaining terri- 
tory by subjugation?" 



Mr. HnBleDB. on tho other hand, 
maintained that it was an open socrei 
that the administration was opposed to 
granting belligerency to the Cubans 
There were several exciting incidents 
during his speech. 

Alter .Mr. Boutelle had concluded Mr. 
Smith of Michigan secured a minute in 
which to read tho declaration of the 
Massachusetts Republican ccnvujitiou 
on the Cuban question. Mr. Skmne: 
(Pop., N. C.) closed the debate for tin- 
day with a brief speech in favor of tin 
adoption of the conference report. 
Without action, at 5:10, the house took 
a recess until 8 o'clock. 

At the night session several members 
attacked Krdmau (Dem., Pa.), a mem 
berof the invalid pension committee, 
for blocking pension bills. Mr. Kid- 
man in his reply declared that he hi 
vored meritorious bills, but that he had 
opposed, and w ould continue to Ojppoee, 
bills to pension teamsters, camp follow- 
ers, phoiographers, deserters und others 
who were not justly entitled to pen- 
sions. He referred to the pension bills 
passed without debate in the afternoon, 
over 80 in number, us a feast spread by 
the house for the benefit of deserters, 
photographers and bounty jumpers. 
Eight hills were fuvorably acted upon. 
Among them was one to pension the 
widow of Brigadier Edward J ordiue.

Accident on the Bellalre, Baltimore 
anil Ohio That Cost Two Live*. 

WnUtUNO, April 4.— A shocking and 
fatal accident occurred on the Eallaire, 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad bridge 
across the Ohio, four miles below here, 
which cost two lives. Freight No. 09, 
westbound, with 50 workmen on board, 
started across the river, closely follow ed 
by a yard engine on which there were 
also a number of workmen going to 
their homes iu Bellaire. 

When on the first span of the bridge 

the freight train broke in two, the o&. 

boose und three cars running buck to- 
ward the approaching yard engine. 
The men in the caboose of the parted 
train realized the danger and jumped, 
many clinging to the iron frame work 
of the bridge, Frank Salzgraver and 
Patrick Flaherty, however, commenced 
to climb up the ladder on the rear ot 
the caboose, but before, they reached 
the roof the crash came und both were 
crushed to death in the collision with 
the yard engine. 

Money Order llu«lne** Increasing-. 

Washington, April 4.— The money 
order transactions throughout the 
United States during the last quarter of 
1895 beut all previous records in volume. 
The accounts have just been audited 
und show the receipts to have aggregat- 
ed $105,705,971. Domostic money order! 
issued umouuted in round numbers to 
$49,000,000, a very large increase. The 
net revenue of $375,000 has been 
equalled only once. 

Kentucky Financially Embarrassed. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 4.— Assistant 
Auditor Frank Johnson and Mr. Virgil 
Hewitt are engaged making up the reg. 
ular monthly balance sheets of the fiscal 
affairs of the state. The statement has not 
been completed, but when the full addi- 
tious are made it will show outstanding 
warrants of over $850,000 due by the 
state treasury and for which no money 
is on hand to meet. 

Stolen Goods Found. 

Willi amstown, Ky., April 4. — 
Charles Poor, a farmer living below 
here, has found several suits of clothes, 
dry goods, etc., concealed in his hay 
loft. The goods aro supposed to have 
been stolen from a distance and de- 
...sited there. They amount to several 
lundrad dollars and are now in the 
sheriff s lianas uniting identification. 

New Albany, Ind., April 4.— Mrs. 
Sallio Liuthicum, colored, charged with 
the murder of her husband, Joseph 
Linthicum, was found guilty yesterday 
of manslaughter, and was sontenced to 
six years imprisonment in the woman's 
reformatory at Iudiuuapolis

SURROUNDED IN MYSTERY. 



Death Probably Ue«ulted From Heart 
Failure -Natural Oa* Explosion at Ko- 
komo — A Mixed I i> Crhnlral Alhtlr. 
Special Election Ordered to Locate a 
County Seat— Other Indla-Jt StuU> News. 

Delphi, Ind., April 4. — James L. 
Weaver, oue of the brightest and most 
promising young attorneys iu this part 
of the state, was found lying dead in 
front of the Methodist church hero yes- 
terday morning. The last seen of the 
young man alive was about midnight. 
The Purdue glee and mandolin clubs 
gave a concert in the opera house in 
this city Thursday evening, and ufter 
the entertainment, Weaver remained 
with the boys until they took their train 
for Lafayette. He then started home, 
and must have, in some manner, fallen 
and struck his head on the cement side- 
walk. Many of his friends think ho 
was killed by a footpad, but as a gold 
watch and a small sum of money were 
undisturbed on his person, this theory 
is probably not the true one. Death 
probably resulted from heart disease. 

John L. Weaver graduuted from tire 
Indiana state university three years ago 
in both the law and literary depart- 
ments. He was a young mau of high 
cuuracter and universally popular. He 
was a member of the Delta Tan Delta 
fraternity and prominent in Masonic cir- 
cles. His father, the Hon. William H. 
Weaver of Cutter, this county, was a 
member of the legislature for two term*. 
Youug Weaver was secretary of the 
Democratic county central committee, 
and would have been nominated by his 
party for prosecuting attorney at the 
approaching convention. No death in 
this community for years has produced 
a greater shock. 

COSTLY EXPLOSION. 

Natural Gas and Oil Station Demolished 
and tireat Los* Su*talued. 

Kokomo, Ind., April 4.— The station 
of tho Kokomo Natural Gas and Oil 
company, that supplies fuel for uomes- 
tic consumption, exploded at 12:15 yes- 
terday with appalling force. The station, 
consisting of four iron and brick build- 
ings, iu the central part of the city, was 
entirely consumed by tho fire that fol- 
lowed. All the wiudows of the jail and 
those of adjacent buildings weru hrokeu 
by the force of the explosion, and men 
and horses passing along the street 
were hurled down and seriousiy in- 
jured. 

Joseph Liudley, the superintendent, 
who was in the office, was hurleu 40 
feet. No one wua lulled. Two horses 
in the struoture were burned to death. 
The plant is in ruins, and hundreds of 
fumilies are left without fuel. The 
cause of tho explosion is a mystery. 

Arrested For Mallclou* Mayhem. 

Bbazii., Ind., April 4.— George Laz- 
well, wanted by the police of this city 
for several months, returned here yes- 
terday and was placed under urrost. 
The charge against him is malicious 
mayhem. Several months ago, as al- 
leged, he bit off and swallowed the iu- 
lex finger of tho right hand of "Babe" 
Wilson, who was enacting the role of 
peacemaker in a fight. Lazwell was ar- 
rested at the time, but ho escaped from 
the calaboose. It is said of him, that 
ince his escape here he bit of the ear of 
man at Ashboro, and was compelled 
to floe from that place. 

Mixed Up Affair. 

Brazil, Ind., April 4.— Mrs. Louisa 
Rideoulo, coiored, who is accused of be- 
ing the author of a series of fires in 
this city last fall, was accquitted in the 
circuit court yesterday, the chief wit- 
ness for the state, Detective Furlong, 
dying a week ago. She was arrested on 
an affidavit sworn out by Mrs. Tutc, her 
sister, with whom she had a fight. As 
soon as she was released from jail she 
was again arrested and placed in that 
institution on a charge of theft. Mis. 
Tate was also arrested and jailed lor 
receiving the alleged stolen goods. 

A Special Election Ordered. 

Scottkburo, Ind., April 4.— Judge 
Willard New has rendered a decision iu 
the Jackson county seat removal case, 
finding for plaintiffs and directing that 
a peremptory mandate issue, ordering 
tho board of commissioners of Jackson 
county to call a special election, us 
prayed for iu the petition filed with 
said board on June 8, 1895, for the pur- 
pose of determining whether the county 
seat shall be removed from Brow n - 
town to Seymour. The defendanis 
made a motion for a new trial, penning 
appeal to tho supreme court. 

Suicided by Hanging. 
Laporte, Ind., April 4.-John Kcl- 
sey, an inmate of the couigy jail, com- 
mitted suicide in his cell yesterduy by 
hanging himself. Kelsey placed a stout 
piece of cord about his neck and, secure- 
ly fasteuiug it to an iron bar, suffered 
death by strangulation. He was brought 
here from Michigan City and wus hfelu 
for trial on the charge of attempting DO 
kill Policeman Kasper. Kelsey resisted 
arrest and in" tho struggle with the oili- 
cer tho latter narrowly escaped with his 
life.
